Secretary FrelliiKhnyoen Charged 
With Nulllfyliut the Law-Cases 
la Court— Strained Con- 
struction by Judges. 
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District Attorney arguing for carrying out 
the restriction atW as recently amended in 
Congress, while Judges Sawyer nnd Hoffman 
are construing it more to tin. advantage of 
the coolies. Hillburn maintains that the act 
applies to those Chinese eu mute for the Pa- 
cific coast prior to its jwissage. while the 
judges contend to the contrary.
